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Slight  erosion  means  that  from 
0 to  25%  of  the  topsoil  is  lost. 
Moderate  erosion  = 25% to  75% lost 
Serious  erosion  indicates  that 
more  than  75%  of  the  topsoil  is  lost. 
Severe  erosion  indicates  that  all 
of  the  topsoil  and  part  of  the 
subsoil  has  been  removed.
